2. Claims 1-18 and 30 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to disclose a system and method for adjusting focal spot position relative to a target within 
imaging tube by utilizing a cathode having an emitter emitting an electron beam to a focal spot 
on an anode, an aperture, a backing member differentially biased relative to the aperture and 
electrically disposed on a second side of said emitter contributing in formation of said electron 
beam and at least one deflection electrode pair electrically disposed between said backing 
member and said anode and adjusting positioning of said focal spot on said anode as required in 
claims 1 and 16, or the one of deflection electrode pair and the backing member are biased to 
cause current of the electron beam to be modulated or to be cut off as required in claim 8 and 9,

wherein the deflection electrodes pairs comprise first and second pair of deflection electrodes as 
required in claim 12.
